The speaker declared the success of 
modern football was based on training 
in the fundamentals rather than on the 
system of play, which is nearly the 
same at all schools. Winning teams, 
he said. depend upon excellently 
trained man power and the ability of 
coaches to manipulate plays and handle 
the men as a unit. He spoke of the 
interest to the coach in watching the 
development of green men into var- 
sity players, and said that when the 
coach litis been able to take unpromis- 
ing material and mould it into good 
football stuff he feels his time has 
been well spent

NARBERTH ARDMORE BALA-CYNWYD 
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Ash Collection Bids 
Rejected by Council 

Borough to Continue Doing the 

Work; Award Garbage 

Contract. 



All bids for tin.- collection of ashes 
in the P.orcHiyh during 1931 were re- 
jected and a recommendation that the 
liorotigh continue to do this work was 
adopted at a special meeting of Coun- 
cil last Friday night. 

The contract for the collection of 
garbage during 1W1 was awarded to 
William A. Funston, of J'lyniouth 
Meeting, fur $-'400. He is the son of 
William J. Funston. who had the con- 
tract this year and will use the same 
equipment and employ the same men 
and methods as his father did. 

The special report of the Highway 
and Sewers Committee of which Rob- 
ert F. Wood is chairman, dealing with 
the bids for ash collections, follows: 

"Our last report indicated that this 
committee had advertised for proposals 
for the collection of ashes and rubbish 
for the borough of Narberth during 
the year 1931. In response to that 
advertisement, proposals were received 
from nine bidders. These proposals, 
which were publicly opened at the reg- 
ular mcctiiiK of Council on the 8th 
and were tlien referred to this com- 
mittee, were as follows:

"Your committee has given careful 
and serious consideration to these pro- 
posals and to each of the individual 
bidders and, naturally, has compared 
the amounts of these bids with the 
established costs of doing the same 
work by the Borough with Borough 
equipment and labor. The average 
cost to the Borough for doing that 
work has been approximately equal to 
the lowest responsible bid and it is, 
therefore, the belief of your committee 
that it would be unwise for the Bor- 
ough to let this work by contract and 
direst itself of its present equipment 
for handling it. Our assumption is 
that wdiereas some of the present bids 
arc slightly less than the established 



Borough costs for the same work, the 
expectancy of saving is not sufficient 
to justify placing the Borough in the 
position where, at the expiration of the 
first year's contract, it would be unable 
to prevent a very probable increase in 
cost because it would then be lacking 
the equipment to do the work itself. 

"It is, therefore, the recommendation 
of your committee that all bids be re- 
jected and that the Borough should 
continue to do this work as in the past, 
but with the determination to exercise 
everv possible effort of study and su- 
pervision whereby the Borough costs 
may be further reduced."

Cook over hot water, stirring con- 
stantly until the egg coats the spoon. 
Boiled Soft Custard, No. 2 
If eggs are expensive, modify the 
recipe for soft custard, substituting one 
teaspoon of cornstarch for one egg- 
yolk or two teaspoons of cornstarch for 
_> egg volks or one whole egg. Make 
the milk and the starch into a sauce 
and cook over hot water twenty or 
thirty minutes before adding any eggs, 
took until smooth. 

Soft custards are often erroneously 
called boiled custards. The firmness 
of soft custards depends on the prepa- 
ration of the eggs and the milk. The 
finest grained custards are those m 
which the yolks of eggs predominate. 
Soft custards may be poured m shcr- 
bert cups, frappe glasses or deei> sauce 
dishes. It may also he poured on fresh 
fruit, ladv lingers, sponge cake and 
may then be garnished with a meringue 
or whipped cream. It is an excellent 
sauce for most gelatin dishes and also 
makes an excellent foundation for ice 
cream. Unsweetened canned milk or 
milk powder may be used in the mak- 
ing of soft custards with excellent re- 
sult-.

1 cup of sugar. 

1 cup of granulated sugar. 
1 .. lb. of chopped nuts (when chop- 
ping use medium knife). 

5 cups of flour. 

1 level teaspoon of soda. 

Cream the butter and sugar, add the 
flour and soda, sifted together, and add 
the nuts. When well mixed make in 
long rolls the circumference of cookies. 
Put in ice box for twenty-four hours. 
Remove and slice thinly and bake in 
verv moderate oven, until light brown. 

These are very delicious cookies and 
are not expensive as you will have at 
least thirty dozen cookies. When pack- 
ing them' or putting them away be 
careful or they will break as they are 
verv brittle.

Si Pauxtis, Member of Penn Coaching Staff, at Rotary

That mental attitude was more im- 
portant than technique in football was 
brought out Tuesday by Si Pauxtis in 
a speech before the Bala-Cynwyd- 
Narberth Rotary Club. Mr. Pauxtis. a 
member of Penn's coaching staff and 
frequently mentioned as a possibility 
for head coach, is a resident of Bala- 
Cynwyd. 

"Football." he said, "has been de- 
scribed as 207c football and 80tf fight. 
I think the coaches are to blame for 
many failures, simply because they let 
their men go into the contest with the 
wrong mental attitude." 

There is no such thing as a "yellow" 
player, the speaker said — at least he 
had never seen one in 20 years of 
coaching. Lack of aggressive playing 
is also often the fault of the coaching 
staff, together with carelessness in let- 
ting a player stay in after a bad injury 
has weakened him. 

"'The public demands a clean game 



and it is the constant aim of football 
coaches to eliminate, everything that 
has a tendency to bring football into 
disrepute." said Mr. Pauxtis. "Coaches 
and most players strive for clean play- 
ing. The day of the mucker coach has 
passed." 

The speaker declared the success of 
modern football was based on training 
in the fundamentals rather than on the 
system of play, which is nearly the 
same at all schools. Winning teams, 
he said, depend upon excellently 
trained man power and the ability of 
coaches to manipulate plays and handle 
the men as a unit. He spoke of the 
interest to the coach in watching the 
development of green men into var- 
sity players, and said that when the 
coach has been able to take unpromis- 
ing material and mould it into good 
football stuff he feels his time has 
been well spent.

Popular Debutante 



Several readers have requested a 
recipe for a soft custard so here are 
two which, it is hoped, will meet with 
their approval. 

Mrs. R. <i. Kraft, of Avon Road, 
furnishes two delicious cake recipes 
this week. What have you in exchange 
for these?

Plain Soft Custard, No. 1 

2 cups scalded milk. 

4 whole eggs or 4 egg yolks. 
Mi teaspoon salt. 

4 tablespoons of sugar. 
yi teaspoon of vannila. 

Scald the milk in the top of a double 
boiler. Beat together slightly, the 
eggs, sugar and salt. Add hot milk to 
the egg mixture. Mix thoroughly and 
return to the top of double boiler. 
Cook over hot water, stirring con- 
stantly until the egg coats the spoon. 
Boiled Soft Custard, No. 2 

If eggs are expensive, modify the 
recipe for soft custard, substituting one 
teaspoon of cornstarch for one egg- 
yolk or two teaspoons of cornstarch for 
2 egg yolks or one whole egg. Make 
the milk and the starch into a sauce 
and cook over hot water twenty or 
thirty minutes before adding any eggs. 
Cook until smooth. 

Soft custards are often erroneously 
called boiled custards. The firmness 
of soft custards depends on the prepa- 
ration of the eggs and the milk. The 
finest grained custards are those in 
which the yolks of eggs predominate. 
Soft custards may be poured in sher- 
bert cups, frappe glasses or deep sauce 
dishes. It may also be poured on fresh 
fruit, lady fingers, sponge cake and 
may then be garnished with a meringue 
or whipped cream. It is an excellent 
sauce for most gelatin dishes and also 
makes an excellent foundation for ice 
cream. Unsweetened canned milk or 
milk powder may be used in the mak- 
ing of soft custards with excellent re- 
sults.

Ice Box Cookies 

1 lb. of butter. 
1 cup of sugar. 
1 cup of granulated sugar. 
Y< lb. of chopped nuts (when chop- 
ping use medium knife). 
5 cups of flour. 
1 level teaspoon of soda. 
Cream the butter and sugar, add the 
flour and soda, sifted together, and add 
the nuts. When well mixed make in 
long rolls the circumference of cookies. 
Put in ice box for twenty- four hours. 
Remove and slice thinly and bake in 
very moderate oven, until light brown. 
These are very delicious cookies and 
are not expensive as you will have at 
least thirty dozen cookies. When pack- 
ing them or putting them away be 
careful or they will break as they are 
verv brittle. 

Devil's Food Cake 
Y2 cup of grated chocolate. 
1 egg yolk beaten well. 
Vi cup of milk. 
1 'A cups of sugar. 
Yz cup of butter. 

Yolks of two eggs. 
'/• cup of milk (sour if possible). 
1 teaspoon of soda. 

Whites of three eggs beaten stiff. 
Beat egg yolk well and then add 
chocolate and other ingredients. Boil 
together in double boiler until a smooth 
custard is formed. 

Cream the butter and sugar, sifted 
flour and milk to which the soda has 
been added and dissolved. Add the 
chocolate mixture and lastly the beaten 
whites. These should be folded in. 
Butter Cream Icing For Cake 
This is a very delicious icing and is 
made of four tablespoonfuls of cream 
mixed with enough confectioner's 
sugar to make thick enough to spread. 
Then add a liberal sized lump of but- 
ter, a dash of vanilla and salt. When 
cake is cool, spread on the icing.

Two new school directors will be 
added to the Lower Merion School 
Board as a result of the advancement 
of Lower Merion from a third to a sec- 
ond class school district. 

The change in the classification of 
the Township was announced by the 
Department of Public Instruction at 
Harrisburg this week. It was auto- 
matic upon the Township passing the 
30,000 mark in population according to 
the 1930 census figures. 

When asked about its implications, 
S. E. Downs, superintendent of schools, 
said, "Outside of the increase in the 
membership of the School Board from 
seven members to nine, it will make 
no material difference as far as Lower 
Merion is concerned.
